The project for the annexation of Utah to 
Nevada We strongly suspect has fallen 
through, even if it ever had any real vi- 
tality. The rosolations, praying Congress 


though they passed one branch of the Legis- 
laturé; seemingly with a whirl, were defeated 
in the other House. The scheme we regar- 
ded as decidedly visionary from the start. 


] Out here in Utah it was esteemed a huge 


joke, and, in the event of itr, consummation, 
would evidently have placed the Nevadans in 
the awkward predicamet of the chap who 
drew the elephant in the lottery. The ma- 
jority report of the Committee, which re- 
ported adversely to the resolutions, took the 
game view of the matter, and when the Legis- 
latare came to figure a little, they discovered 
that in politics, as in mathematics, four is 
greater than two, and that a population of 
eighty thousand would be very apt to out- 
vote thirty thousand. Thereupon, one prac- 
tical genius, who had succeeded in solving 
this somewhat intricate mathematical prob- 
lem, proposed to mend the title of the 
resolution, so that it should read, ‘‘A reso- 
jution to annex the State of Nevada to the 
Territory of Utah.” But as we have said, 
‘the whole bottom fell out of the scheme, by 
the rejection of the resolutions, and we pre- 
sume Congress will hardly move in the mat- 
ter, seeing that ‘‘Barkis is” not ‘‘willing.” 
We think that the Legislature of Nevada, 
in its final action, did a very wise thing in 
consigning the whole subject to the tomb of 
the Capulets. It is very doubtful if any good 
to anybody could have resulted from it, if it 
had proved successful. That the union, like 
many another hasty match, would have 
proved distasteful to all concerned, is very 
evident. The people of Utah would have 
been partially saddled with a very consider- 
able debt, heretofore incurred by Nevada, 
besides being compelled to defray the major 
part of the expenses of a not very inexpensive 
State Government. Their only relief from 
the latter would have been in the fact that 
they would have outvoted their neighbors, 
held a majority ia the Legislature, and ap- 
portionéd and collected taxes pretty much 
to suit themselves. In this event Nevada 
would ‘have been in rather a bad fix, and
